grass for further relief. We shall 
probably never know purer joy 
in living than we had in those 
days. Now, we sit at other desks

-accumulating acids that make 


our skins itch. We concoct one 
preparation to stir up our slug- 
gish systems and another to coax 
the stinging discomfort from the 
eruption. We like to think that 
we have grown in scientific 
knowledge with the years, but 
we still have hives.

HERE is another form of 

eruption that is fairly preval- 
ent and frequently misnamed. It 
is known in the books as Herpes 
Zoster but its common name is 
“shingles.” It is a typical form 
of breaking out resulting from 
nervous irritation or exhaustion. 
It is characterized by the fact 


that its lesions are rather regu- 
lar in formation and are likely 
to follow the line of some nerve- 
trunk. Usually there is an ac- 
companiment of neuralgic pain. 
The most familiar location of 
shingles is in a-band around the 
lower ribs. It was an old country 
saying that if the eruption met 
around the body, the result 
would be fatal. This only meant 
that an attack of this sort could 
be very serious and if prolonged 
or sufficiently extended might- 
even cause death. 


* 


SORIASIS is frequently con- 
fused with eczema. In this 
affection, the breaking out is in 
larger patches, the patches are 
drier than eczema and stand out 
more clearly from the rest of 


the skin. The treatment for any 
of these distressing aiiments is 
somewhat the same. If the irri- 
tation has some external cause, 
local applicatians will, of course, 
soothe and often relieve the 
trouble. Saline laxatives and 
kidney stimulants are usually 
desirable in any case.

HE resorts that boast mineral 
springs have many of these 
eruptive cases for both internal 
and external treatment. The rest 
that can be secured in a quiet, 
secluded place is also an im- 
portant factor. Plain water is 
used sparingly unless made soft 
with starch or bran. Soaps must 
selected with the greatest 
care and caustic preparations 
avoided. Tne medicina: use of 
fron is indicated in cases that 
seem anaemic. Cod liver oil is 
dependable for use with under- 
mourished children who suffer 
from skin eruptions.

And that meas- 
ure would be just as conspicuous 
as your unlovely hands! 

When your hands appear neg- 
lected and old and rough, they 
can ruin the loveliest frock or 
spoil your otherwise perfect 
grooming. It isn’t the shape of 
your hands that counts so much 
—or even the color of your 
hands. Plump hands can be nice 
hands if they are wel! cared for 
and strong, brown hands can win 
the admiration of your friends 
if you keep them lovely and per- 
fectly groomed. You can do a 
great deal about determining 
the shape and flexibility of your 
hands if you wish—but it is the 
texture of the skin and the 
shape and appearance of your 
nails that do most io determine 
their beauty. 

The beginning of this gcod 
grooming is the cleansing. Just 
because you have washed your 
hand ever since you were a 
youngster. you are likely to over- 
looF the fine points of hand care. 
You should always use a fine, 
mild toilet soap. Such soaps are 
not expensive and a good cake 
will last a long time. Use a toilet 
soap that is delicately scented to 
blend with your favorite per- 
fume and you will always have 
an elusive fragrance about your 
fingertips—another fine point of 
hand grooming. 

Use a stiff nail brush to keep 
your nails Clean underneath and 
to brush away any bits of dead 
cuticle or grime around fhe edges 
of your-nails. Rinse the hands 
in warm water, then in cool wa- 
ter. after the soap and water 
scrubbing and dry them with a 
soft towel. And every single time 
you wash your hands put on a 
softening cream or lotion. 

If your hands perspire, one of 
the liquid deodorants on the 
market will usually correct the 
condition ‘immediately. Some- 
times a simple facial astringent 
or an antiseptic powder is suffi- 
cient. Moist, clammy hands 
sometimes result from a nerv- 
ous or rundown physical condi- 
tion. If you suspect that this is 
true in your case, you should do 
all that you can to get*at the 
cause and build up your health. 

A well regulated living sched- 
ule will do most for the nervous- 
ness. Get an hour of exercise or 
recreation out of doors every 
day, eat three nourishing, well 
balanced meals and get plenty of 
rest and sleep. Always try to re- 
lax your hands before you go tg 
sleep. Your fingers are the ends 
of your nervous system and you 
should let them loosen and rest 
during the night. Wringing your 
hands limply from the wrist and 
gentle upward massage from 
your fingertips to. your elbows 
will often bring relief and relax- 
ation and help your hands to be 
healthy and. well poised.

In ilipess and during convales- 
cence a correct diet is just as 
much a part of the treatment as 


cther measures. A diet is re- 
quired that wil contrivute tne 
most nutriment with .the least 


eflort on the part of the d¥ges- 
tive organs. Foods which ao this 
are milk. eggs raw or carefully 
cooked, fruits. well cooked ce- 
reals and pureed vegzctables. All 
cf these moods are bland in fia- 
vor with the exception of the 
fruit. This is a disadvantage in 
the ristricted diet since there is 
danger of the diet becoming 
monotonous unless ine menus 
are planned and caried out with 
ingenuity. 

Thge task is made still more 
difficult by the fact that the pa- 
tient usually has very little ap- 
petite, which makes the problem 
a psychic as well as dietetic one. 
The diet can be made: appetiz- 
ing, however, with a little extra 
effort. 

Broths and Clear Soups 

Broths and clea: soups are 
made more tasty by the addition 
of celery tops, chopped onions, 
tomato juice or sprigs of par- 
sley while cooking. They are 
strained out, of course, but they 
leave their interesting flavor. 
When strained ceerals are served 
cream or fruit juice or a cube 
of fruit jelly will oiten lift them 


above the ordinary and increase 
the nutritive value of the gruel. 
Fruit Juices 

Fruit juices and fruit purees 
are excellent in the diet. Fruit 
sugars are readily assimilable, 
they supply vitamins and min- 
erals and beneficial acids that 
stimulate the appetite and di- 
gestive processes. Sitrus fruits 
and-tomato juice are especially 
valuable for their vitamin C 
content: grape juice and logan- 
berry juice are ricn in Sugar, 
and pineapple juice in vitamins 
and acids

/NE 16 in Sweden is a day of 
rong, for it is King Gus- 


f hday. If ever a ruler 
was pular with his subjects, 
King Gustaf, who is now 175 
scars old, holds some sort of 
record. 


The tallest and cldest mon- 
arch in Europe is kind and dem- 
ecrau.c. His love of his people 
Ix so sincere that his popularity 
1; unsurpassed by any public fig- 
ure of the day. Most folks know 
him for his prowess as a tennis 
R . and even today. past his 
ee score and ten in age, King 
f can hold his own in his 
ile sport against opponents 
uch younger. 

When Gustaf came to the 
Sweaish throne in 1907 he 
sh cd his appreciation of the 
change in the status of monar- 
chy caused by the consistent ad- 


vance of democracy. Realizing 
th the last ten years of his 


fuiner’s reign had prepared the 
way for a new era by the exten- 
sion of the voting franchise and 
the onward movement of the 
Left partics. King Gustaf de- 
Cided.to acthere to the trend of 
the umes by dispensing with the 
coronation ceremony, by custom 
ish display of pomp and 
ceiemeny. He feilowed with 

reductions of state func- 
1d dir shed the pag- 
1 at the opening of the Riks- 
ai.d other important occa- 


As Crown Prince of Sweden 
and Norway, Gustaf tcok an ac- 
tive pert in the government dur- 
ing the last few irs of his fa- 
ther's life When Norway broke 


eway from the union in 1905. 
the action of the King and 
Crown Prince of Sweden con- 


tributed creativ to the peaceful 
settloment of the conflict. When 
he became king. Gustaf was 
faced with serious. internal po- 
Ittical problems. H» cleared up 
all these through constituticnal 
means end the government 
emerged from several threaten- 
ing crises with everyone satished. 

King Gustaf won the undving 


admiration and support of the 
people of Denmark and Norway. 
as well as Sweden, by the part 


he played in uniting the north- 
crm kingdoms when the Worid 
War threatened to send them on 
diverting courses. A Tanish 
prince, married to the daughter 
of King Edward of Englanc, be- 
cume King of Norway after tne 
aissolytion of the uniou. Al- 
though reletions between Nor- 
wav and Swecen had improved 
since the separation, there had 
been no effort to reunite the 
wo royal houses 

Reahvzing that war micht fur- 
ther separate the interests of 
the three kingdoms, Gustaf 
called the famous Scéndinavian 
Triple Royal meeting in Malmo 
in 1914. The Prime Ministers 
ond Foreign Miunisters of the 
three countries evolvea a policy 
that resulted in neuirality and 
mutual economic assistance dur- 
ing the war years. During the 
final stages of the World War 
the three northesn kingdoms 
were formed into a single area 
of production with a free mutual 
excnange of commoc ities. 

King Gustaf, as the most fa- 
mous roval tennis player in Eu- 
rope, wusuelly enters several 
tournaments during ihe season. 
identifying himself as “Mr. G.’ 
He often played against Suzanne 
Lenglen. nected French tennis 
star, and he is most isistent 
that his opponents maze no al- 
lowance for his title. He plays 
so well that Nis opuonents can 
make no allowance for his years.

War. 

Lord Haldane was formerly a 
Liberal of the old school and as 
such served Lord Asquith from 
1905 to 1911. But when Ramsay 
MacDonald same into power in 
1924 and asked Lord Haldane to 
Serve as Lord ChanceUlor, he ac- 
cepted and afterward was al- 
ways listed as an active Labor- 
ite. 

When not engaged in arduous 
state tasks, Lord Haldane spent 
his time writing. In addition to 
& most enteriaining and enlight- 
ening book of memoirs, he wrote 
a translation of Schopenhauer’s 
“World as Will and Idea,” and 
a life of Adam Smith, the classic 
economist. 

His description of the Labor 
Cabimet from within is, of 
course, quintessentiai history. 
He thought that Ramsay Mac- 
Donald spent too many week- 
ends at checkers, but otherwise 
he preferred him as Prime Min- 
ister to Lord Asquith. Lord 
Haldane did not approve of a 
Cabinet without Ministers. He 
liked his business to be cut and 
dried and duly recorded.
